A BIG JOB IN HARD TIMES 


DONE BY WILLING-HEARTED 


Despite Deprivations of Wilderness Life, Wandering 


Jews Created Fine Work of Tabernacle--An An- 


cient Study In Gifts and Co-operation 


, By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 
These are not the first hard 
times. Consider, for instance, the 
plight of the whole Jewish- people, 
while wandering in Sinai. They 
were all dependent upon charity— 
the miraculous manna from heav- 
en—for their, daily food. They 
dwelt in an arid, sterile, hot, and 
hostile land. There were no stores 
or warehouses 
upon 
which to 
draw of material or tools. Life 
had been reduced to its simplest 
necessities. 


Nevertheless, despite all these 
d e|p r ivaotions 
and 
difficulties, 
those wandering Jews created the 
gorgeous 
Tabernacle, with 
its 
rich and symbolic ornamentation; 
and they made the elaborately- 
wrought Ark of the Covenant; 
and the ornate and jewelled gar- 
ments of their priests. 
How did they do it? For one 
answer the destitute are never 
wholly destitute—treasures of jew- 
elry and raiment are cherished 
throughout all adversity. Thus 
fine pieces of English furniture 
that had once belonged to the Pil- 
grims and Puritans were carried 
across the plains In the covered 
wagons of the pioneers. At Konia, 
in Turkey, Miss Cushman showed 
me boxes of beautiful jewelry that 
had been carried into exile by the 
deported and destitute Armenians. 
As our lesson story shows, the 
Jewish 
men and 
women had 
Mbrought out of Egypt many fine 
pieces of Egyptian Jewelry—and 
to this day, I should say, in the 
light of what I saw on my latest 
visit to Cairo, the finest and most 
intricate jewelry in the world is 
made in Egypt. 
' In addition, it is to be remem- 
bered that craftsmanship in the 
skilled arts had been acquired by 
Jews during their long sojourn 
in Qoshen. Moses was not the 
only Jew "learned in all the wis- 
dom of the Egyptians." 
. 
The Beet for the Beet 
After the interviews of Moses 
with Jehovah on Mount Sinai, the 
plans for a sacred' Tabernacle, 
and for the whole ritual of He- 
brew worship, were made known. 
These were of a sumptuousness 
befitting the dignity of the struc- 
ture. Only the best could serve for 
the Best The worship of Jehovah 
should be attended by the choic- 
est of all expressions of human 
skill. It was to instill the essen- 
tial lesson of reverence that so 
much of ritual and elegance and 
beauty 
and 
symbolism 
was 
wrought into the structure of the 
Tabernacle. 


So Moses made a call for gifts 
from the people. The result re- 
minds one of the scenes at the 
conventions of the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance, under Dr. A. 
B. Simpson. Offerings were liter- 
ally poured out before the altar. 
Men and women stripped them- 
selves 
of Jewelry. 
"Every one 
whose heart stirred him up, and 
everyone whom his spirit made 
willing," gave fully 
and 
freely 
to this holy cause. Religion and 
lsm conspired to make the 
n a great one. 
Vferal in the Wilderness 
All of the signs of an old-fash- 
ioned camp meeting revival were 
present on, this occasion, under Si- 
nai's hot sun. An emotion border- 
Ing on hysteria seized the people. 
That would not be approved to- 
day, in certain high religious cir- 
cles. Fervor Is frowned upon, and 
cold reasoning approved—as if re- 
ligion were not today, as forever, 
fundamentally a matter of the 
heart. Hot hearts. 
Gold-aflame, 
hold more of hope for the world 
than cold brains. The world's pres- 
ent difficulties will never be sur- 
mounted until there Is a tremen- 
dous resurgence of emotionalism. 
Write that 'down as certain. And 
our greatest hope is that such an 
experience of emotionalism may 
be ardent religion. 
They speak aside from the as- 
sertainable facts who deride relig- 
ious emotion as fruitless. It was 
the Weslyan revival that saved 
England from the French revolu- 
tion. American spiritual awaken- 
ing* have ever been coincident 
with an upswing In national ethics 
and well being. A sound revival 
would do more towards ending 
bootlegging, and towards empty- 
Ing our jails, and towards banish- 
ing the depression, than all leg- 
islative enactments. Old Israel's 
wilderness revival resulted In tan- 
gible gifts toward the cause of 
Jehovah. One proof of the reality 
of any religious movement is its 
effect upon one's stewarship of 
life and 
Of possessslons. 
An Orgy of Giving 
Forever stands the truth that 
genuine love always gives. "God 
so loved . . . that He Gave." 
Stinginess and saintliness are in- 
compatible terms. To a mean 
man, religion really means noth- 
ing. Salvation Is free for accept- 
ance; but once accepted it puts 
the recipient under a life-long ob- 
ligation to give, and to keep on 
giving. Ae the old pun has is, 
personal . consecration 
m e a n s 
'purse-and-all" 
consecration. 
A 
clear sense of the reality of God 
is always followed, as in the case 
of Israel In Sinai, by a clear ob- 
igatlon of stewardship. 
Exhilarated bv their conscious- 
ness of the Presence and Provi- 
dence of Jehovah, the Jews were 
aroused to something like a fren- 
*y of giving, when Moseg ap^ 
pealed to them. They gave and 
jave until Moses had to call upon 
them to stop giving. Even so 
there was more than enough for 
all purposes. 
Every one gave according to his 
ability and-- possessions, what a 
wide range of use for varied gifts 
;he Tabernacle enterprise provid- 
ed! There was need of gold and 
silver and Jewels, and these were 
abundantly forthcoming. But there 
was also need for wood and skins., 
and the woven work of the worn- 
sn's hands, from goats' hair cloth 
to fine linen. 
At lout three times, the lesson 
record mentions the willing hearts 
>f the givers, in this great out- 
mrst of benevolence. That was 
he fragrance which made the of- 
fering; precious. "The Lord loveth 
a hilarious giver"—and there was 
real hilarity in the Hebrew camp 
M tho people gave of their best, 
in sacred offering.. 
In This Emergency 
Impregnated with . the dust of 
Sinai, and saturated with Sinai's 
sunshine, comes this old story, to 
war a message of present Import. 
for these are times when the 
whole matter of giving, and the 
entire subject of stewardship, is 
a living issue. Everybody must 
give, to relieve existing suffering. 
Jelly, hourly, the call comes to 
all uncalloused spirits. 
This living generation as never

Cotton ginned piror to August 16 
from the growth of 1932 was an- 
nounced today by the census bu 
reau as having totaled 251,183 run 
ning bales, including 3,617 round 
bales counted as ha" bales and ex- 
cluding llnters. 
To. that date last year S0.608 
bales, including 673 round bales. 
were ginned and in 1930 ginninga 
to that date were 872,810 bales, in- 
cluding 12,211 round bales.

REDUCED COTTON 


RATES PERMITTED 
BY SOUTHERN ROADS 


FOR FIRST TIME IN HOSTORY 


OF INDUSTRY RATES ON 


CARLOAD BASIS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—WV- 
The Interstate commerce commis- 
sion today ordered lower freight 
rates on cotton and the Inland 
waterways 
corporation plans to 
have the federal barge lines ao 
likewise. 


A short while after the Inter- 
state commerce commission had 
announced a reduction on rail 
rates the waterways corporation 
said it would take similar action 
as soon as a schedule of rates 
can be worked out. 


The policy of the corporation Is 
to make Its rates 20 per cent be- 
low those maintained by the rail- 
roads. 
Whether 
this reduction 
will be made effective on cotton 
has not yet been determined. 
Officials said the barge lines 


would co-operate with the rail- 
roads in every way possible but 
that the decree of reduction would 
depend on the attitude of the oar- 
rjers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 34.— 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission today notified 
southern 
carriers that they might put Into 
effect 
reduced rates on 
cotton 
from the South and 
Southwest 
to New Orleans, New England 
and Canada. 
The new rates become effective 
to New England points from Ar- 
kansas, Southern Missouri and 
Western Louisiana on August 27 
and from other points on Septem- 
ber 6. 


The rates for the first time 
in the history of the cotton In- 
dustry are established on a car- 
load basis. Heretofore cotton rates

Two men were Instantly killed, 
another died four hours later, one 
was probably fatally injured and 
three more seriously hurt when 
drivers

circus trurks on Duluth Hills to- 
day. 


Those killed were Terrance Loo- 
by of St. Louis and Paul Sikor- 
sky of Arcadia, Kansas. 
Albert Beardsley of Chicago died 
four hours later and D. H. Har- 
grave'of Terrell, Texas, is not ex- 
pected to live.

The seriously injued were Amoa 
Melton of Gainesville, Fla., Thom- 
as Mark of Marlin, Texas, and 
Carrie Mathews of Plcher, Ok!a. 
All were employes of the John 
Frances Shows of Houston, Texas. 
The two trucks were going from 
Hibbing to New Ulm, Minn. 


The most serious accident occur- 
red when a heavy truck, pulling a 
trailer, «ot out of control comlngr 
into Duluth. It gathered speed 
until It was estimated it was trav- 
eling between 70 and 80 miles an 
hour. It plunged over a high om- 
bankment between Second and 
First streets on Sixth avenue East 
after traveling about eight bloeitsj 
down hill and crashed into the 
side of an apartment building.

B» it resolved bv the Legisla- 
ture of the .State of Texas:
